Attorney Challenges Right 
of Highway Commissioner to 
Fix Penalties for Violation 


Test Case Is Made Of Ira Long Arrested, 
Charged With Parking Car Within Ten 
Feet of White Lines, Marked on High­ 
way; Justice Takes Case Un- 
der Advisement

Harlan Fi*>ke Stone, of New Y ork, formerly Attorney General of 
the United State*, has been sworn in by Chief Justice Taft as Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court of th e United States. 
This is the first 
picture taken of Justice Stone in his judicial robes. 


To test the power of the state highway commissioner to 
prescribe penalties for violations of the various highway laws, 
the first step in that direction w as taken Thursday afternoon at 
a preliminary hearing before.J ustice J. L. Hill in the case of 
the Commonwealth vs. Ira Long, Chambersburg, charged with 
violating one of the highway rules. 
Under the provisions of rule 3, issued by P. D. Wright, 
commissioner of highways, and sent to til members 
of 
the 
state highway patrol, a fine o f not les.w th a i $10 nor more 
than $25 shall be imposed for parking an automobile within ten 
feet ol the edge of that portion o f a state highway on which there 
is a white line, such as those placed over the brow of hills and 
on curves. 
Charles Walter, of Chambersburg, attorney for Mr. Long, 
informed Justice Hill his client admits he parked his car con­ 
trary to rule 3, issued by the state highway department October 
16, 1924, but denies that Mr. W right, highway commissioner, is 
i acting within his province when he fixes penalties for violations 
of the regulation. 
According to Mr. Walter and Justice Hill, this is the first 
time since the passage of the A ct of 1923, which gives the high­ 
way commissioner "exclusive authority and jurisdiction over all 
state highways,’" that an effort has been made in Pennsylvania 
to test the commissioner’s authority to make 
highway 
regula­ 
tions punishable by fine or imprisonment, and an appeal will be 
closely watch throughout the state, they say.

orders and regulations of the depart- 
• ment of health shall be promulgated, 
requiring them to be published in, 
daily 
newspapers in 
Philadelphia, 
Pittsburgh and Harrisburg. 
• 
IV^r. Walters continues by saying 
that section ^ of the act of March 17, 
1921,’ provides that orders and regu­ 
lations of the department of health 
sh;*!! be certified under the seal of the 
I department; that the adoption and 
promulgation shall be likewise certi­ 
fied’and bo received in evidence in the 
courts of the state. “This shows,” he 
i adds, "what the legislature considers 
necessary before a citizen may be sub­ 
jected to a penalty for violation of a 
regulation made by a department and j 
not enacted by the legislature,” 
Is "Unreasonable” 
i 
“Even conceding that the foregoing 
positions are not well taken, the regu­ 
lation is void because of its unreason- 
, ableness,” the brief declares, adding 
that it would not permit a driver to 
I stop his car for the purpose of avoid­ 
ing an accident or to permit members 
of his family to get out at his own 
home. 
In conclusion, the brief sets forth 


I that "an employe of the highway de- 
j partment may put white lines w hen­ 
ever he pleases and thus destroy access 
! to private property from automobiles. 
White lines were never thought of in 
1911, when the statute was passed and 
no citizen should be subjected to a 
fine at. the whim of a superintendent 
or foreman of the highway depart­ 
ment, with respect to the marking of 
white lines.” 
And closing, Mr. Walters states 
"Section 1902 of the act of 
1923, 
clause B, of which reads, ‘to have 
exclusive authority and jurisdiction 
over all state highways,’ does not give 
the department power to make police 
regulations punishable by fine or im­ 
prisonment. 
If it did, it would be 
clearly unconstitutional.” 
Justice Hill took the brief under ad­ 
visement, and will give his decision 
later, ruling either for or against Mr. 
Long. 
In tin* event the justice rules 
against the defendant, Mr. Walter said 
he will immediately appeal.
